I N his play, “The Melting Pot,” Israel Zangvvill expresses the key note 
of Americanism — a common love of humanity that reduces all racial 
differences and denominational creeds to one common level of brother- 
hood. In its artistic setting the play stirs our patriotism. We see im- 
placable revenge transformed in the melting pot into love, class barriers 
melted, and a purpose too big for pettiness take their place. Israel Zang- 
will's play is a beautiful piece of fiction ; but its theme is as true as nature 
itself. 

Our own high school is a melting pot. Indeed, that is one of its dis- 
tinguishing features. From thirty different nationalities come the students 
of the Hammond High School, French, Irish. Scotch, Polish, Dutch, Italian, 
English, and many others, each with his own customs, background, and 
ideals. Upon the school falls the great task of making true American men 
and women of them to be sent into the world. 

As each enters Fligh School, he looks about him and says, “What a 
lot of foreigners!” Soon, however, racial differences dissolve, and we find 
an Irishman president of the Dramatic Club, a Swede for the secretary, and 
a Hebrew as treasurer; or a Frenchman for Senior president, with perhaps 
an Englishman and a German working with him. Through the democratic 
rubbing of shoulders, denominational differences, racial customs and class 
distinction disappear, leaving in their place the foundation of Americanism, 
Democracy. 

Just as, under the force of the wind and the rain, the shifting sands of 
the Dunes change from year to year, so, by means of the influences at work 
in the High School melting pot, our individual pupils are transformed into 
real American men and women.

I N a remote and peaceful wonderland that is far, far away there is a fasci- 
nating city of delight. Its welcoming gates eternally open and its man- 
sions are filled with a variety of riches. Well-nigh impassable bar- 
riers have eternally guarded its sanctity, and the rocky way and stormy 
steep that lead to it arc marked with the time-worn footprints of plodding 
pilgrims who have laboriously sought this enchanted city.

In the opening game, Sept. 22, Hammond journeyed to Blue Island 
where they handed the Sucker State team a neat 20 to 0 trimming. Kleihege 
and Norton starred for the Purple and White. The game was comparatively 
slow, due to the frequent fumbles. It was both teams’ first game. 

VALPARAISO AT HAMMOND 

On the next Saturday. Sept. 29, Hammond battled the strong Valparaiso 
eleven at Hammond. When the dust of the battle had settled, Hammond 
was in the lead 13 to 0. It was the second consecutive victory for I lammond. 

HAMMOND AT RENSSELEAR 

Hammond made a trip to Rensselear on Oct. 6 where the boys defeated 
the high school team of that city. 19 to 0. Rensselear was picked to win 
this game, but the smooth running eleven from Plammond sprung a sur- 
prise. It was a fairly fast game, in which "Flash" Chevigny put himself 
in the high school hall of fame by trotting ninety-eight yards for our sec- 
ond touchdown. 

LOWELL AT HAMMOND 

On Oct. 13 came Lowell and massacre. The field was a sea of mud 
and Hammond simply gave a green team lessons in this sport. The final 
score, 44 to 0, could have and would have been much larger on a dry field.

EAST CHICAGO AT HAMMOND 

On the next week-end, Oct. 20. with the absence of Chevigny, Hoff- 
man, Boyle, Keeler and Nelson, Hammond lost a heartbreaker to East 
Chicago. The Twin City crew simply played rings around the Purple and 
White. Hammond was picked to win, but lacked the punch that it had 
usually carried. It was the first defeat. Score — 6 to 0. 

EMERSON AT HAMMOND 

Emerson came to Hammond on the next Saturday, Nov. 3, and with 
the aid of the breaks, defeated them 19 to 0. They received the scare of 
their lives, however, in doing so, as they expected to find an easy mark 
over here. The Purple and White had two remarkable chances to score. 
Coach Veenker used twenty-six men in this contest; Hammond, eleven 
men. V. Nichols starred for Hammond. 

HAMMOND AT MICHIGAN CITY 

Nov. 10, Hammond finished her 1923 season with a 6 to 6 tie, her op- 
ponent being Michigan City. This was the second deadlock. Hammond 
scored early in this game but afterwards was unable to penetrate the “Red 
and White” line. Hoffman starred in this game. 
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Basketball Review 

Hammond opened her 1923 and ’24 season on December 7 with a vic- 
tory over Froebel High of Gary, 20 to 18. It was a fast game and Ham- 
mond’s shots were truer. Spoerner was high point man. 

The next game on December 14 was with Valpo and ended 27 to 26 in 
their favor. The game was played at Valpo and the fact that they were 
used to the floor meant a lot to them. It was a hard game to lose. 

The next night, December 15, Hammond played Lowell here and lost 
another game by one point. This time it was 17 to 16 and throughout 
three quarters Hammond held a decided edge. Its defense cracked after 
that and another was marked up. 

Still again the jinx was with the team and on December 19 it lost to 
East Chicago, 29 to 19. East Chicago was entirely too fast for Coach 
Wilson’s crew and the outcome was never doubtful. 

On December 22, after leading for three quarters, the team was forced 
to play with four men in the last few minutes and dropped a fast game to 
the Alumni. 29 to 28. Four players were disqualified in this game due to 
fouls and Hammond had but two subs. 

A great upset occurred at Hammond’s next game, January 4. They 
met Crown Point on Friday and although they were picked to lose by a 
wide margin, they ran wild and nosed out the County Seaters, 28 to 26. 
They were great in their victory. 

Following the Crown Point game came Whiting and bitter defeat. 
Until the last four minutes, Hammond managed to stay ahead of the Oil 
City team ; hut then Jackson was removed with four fouls and soon Whit- 
ing had scored a fifteen point lead. The game ended 35 to 20, with Ham- 
mond on the shorter end of the score. This game was played January 5. 

The real upset of the season came on January 11. Emerson, who had 
been rated as one of the best ten teams in Indiana, came to Hammond to 
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lose to the purple and white, 17 to 15, in an overtime battle. Being the 
first time in five years that Hammond had triumphed over Emerson, much 
enthusiasm was stirred up. It was a great day for Hammond. 

On the next night, January 12, with a great amount of confidence, the 
purple and white team lost on Michigan City’s big floor and went down in 
a 19 to 13 defeat. Spoerner was forced out of this game with a bruised 
eye. The Hammond team was taken by surprise by the short pass attack 
that Michigan City administered. 

Coach Wilson’s Hopefuls started their second round, January 19, with 
a loss. The defeat can be attributed to the fact that they were unaccustomed 
to the Lowell Gym. Hammond outpassed their rivals, but what has that 
to do with winning if they can’t outscore them? The final score was 21 to 14. 

Hammond at Whiting, on February 2, meant another defeat. Again 
in the last period Hammond lost out. The final score was 19 to 14, and it 
was through Dwan’s floor work and long shooting that Hammond was 
defeated. 

Froebel beat Hammond by two points on the next Saturday, February 
9. Hammond played bad basketball, often missing short shots that would 
have clinched the game. The final score was 19 to 17. 

For the third time of the season, Hammond upset the dope badly on 
the next Friday night, February 15. Coach Smith’s powerful East Chi- 
cago quintet came over and fell before Flammond’s onslaught. It was a 
game long to be remembered by all spectators, filled with thrills and in- 
tense moments. The score was 25 to 18, and Hammond had chalked up 
her fourth win over the pack of the district. 

The next game, February 22, didn’t turn out so well, however, and 
Hammond lost its closing game to Crown Point, 27 to 20. / Hammond’s 
miserable showing reduced its stock for the tourney. 

Hammond, however, reversed the form in the tourney and fought its 
way to the semi-finals where it was eliminated by Crown Point, 32 to 26. 
By beating Hebron, 29 to 8, on Friday and Boone Grove, 27 to 6, on Satur- 
day. Coach Wilson’s quintet entered the semi-finals for the first time. 

Whiting won the tourney, which was held at Gary, on February 29 
and March 1, after a string of hard and furiously contested victories. They 
conquered Valpo, East Chicago, Froebel, and Crown Point, which is no 
easy task.

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THE BASKETBALL TEAM 





T RACK prospects in 1923 were very bright from the first day of practice 
until the end of a most successful season. Coach F. E. Wilson had 
plenty of sturdy material to pick from and used good judgment in do- 
ing so. Hammond entered only one inter-school meet against Whiting at 
Hammond on the 29th of April, in which they were victorious, scoring 50 
points to the Oil City’s 30. First in the high jump by Nelson, in the 220 by 
Chevigny, hurdles by Chevigny were a few of the purple team’s accomplish- 
ments in this meet. 

The Press Club came out on top in a meet with the High School, April 
18th, on the high school athletic field. The final score was 69 to 39 and was 
a walkaway for the printers as the score indicates. They scored in every 
event and found little opposition in Coach Wilson’s hopes. Most of the 
stars representing the Press Club, however, served on the high school team 
in the other meets. 

In the Twenty-Third Annual County Track Meet, held at Gleason Field 
in Gary, Hammond showed her wares by scoring 14 points for a third place 
against a brilliant field of stars. Emerson was high with 50 and Lowell 
second with 40 points. Norton and Nichols scored firsts for Hammond in 
the century and low hurdles, respectively. Seven schools were entered in 
this meet. 

In the Northern Indiana Meet, held at the same field a week later, 
Hammond carried off second honors, a notch higher than they were able 
to get in the former meet. The weather almost put a stop to the meet, but 
as it was held the purple stars kicked up the mud for a total of 16 points 
to a 53 scored by Emerson, who won this meet also. Ol Nichols won the 
low' hurdles again while Norton cinched a second in the century. Nichols 
also received a second in the high barriers and Norton in the pole vault. 
Chevigny grabbed a second in the 220. 

The men that represented the Hammond High School on track in 1923 
were Nelson, high jump; Norton, dashmen ; Windmiller, middle distance 
runner; Walker, half miler; Achors, miler; V. Nichols, hurdler; O. Nichols, 
hurdler and shot putter; Chevigny, dash man; Lagree, miler; Wingard, 
dash man. 
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THE TRACK TEAM 


Lake County Track Meet, 1924 

T HE best Hammond could capture in the Lake County Track and 
Field Meet of 1924 was a third place, repeating its success of 1923 
The two Gary schools, Emerson and Froebel, were easily the class of 
the meet and placed first and second respectively. It was the second suc- 
cessive year that Emerson had won the event. 

Besides Emerson's and Froebel’s well-balanced teams, the other schools 
were possessed of only one or two good men with the rest just fair. This 
was the case with Hammond's team. Chevigny was Hammond’s only hope. 
By scoring eleven of his team's fifteen points, he shared highest honor with 
Mohardt of Emerson for high points. Nelson and Ball placed second and 
third in the high jump and Chevigny added eleven points, with a first in 
the hundred and two seconds in the hurdles. These three stars were all 
that could find a place from the Hammond team, and Hammond had to 
be content with a third place, although a victory had been anticipated.

Hammond entered the County Meet in 1924 and hopes ran high. 1 he 
competitors were Florence, Kolb, Noonham, Anuta, Haney, Wolf, Evans, 
Davidson, Collett, Parker, Dibblee. The meet which was held at W hiting, 
took place on April 5. Emerson was first, Hammond second, Froebel third 

and Whiting fourth.
